A patient waiting for results tiiiov^h a 

long: series of years is not a characteristic 
of Amoricans. Quick sales and small 
profits" is the motto not of the enter- 
prising country stoN-keeper alone; it 

appears in one form or another over al- 
most every busiuess announcement 
throughout the oouutrj. To its be^g 
acted upon, howf ver, is undoulHedly due 
the irrepressible push which dis- 
tinguishes the Amerioan from all man- 
kind. 

To it is undonbtodly due the rapid 
substitution of machinery for hand 
labor; the interminable divisions of 
labor in every branch of industry ; to it 
is due the "manufacture" of farm pro- 
ducts, and to it is due the striking dis- 
inclination, manifest everywhere, of the 
average American to enter upon n pon- 
eral plan lor money makiug, which in- 
volves patient waiting through a series 
of years. 

the rapid destruction of available 
forests has for some time attracted the 
seri' us attention of the Government and 
of individnals interested in forestry, and 
many inducements have been held out 
to any one who would nndertake the 
growing of useful trees. But thus far 
not many of the natives have been at- 
tracted by the offers, and it has re- 
mained for the sober, indnstrions, and 
patient emigrants, Germans, Swedes, 
and Norwegians, to 6et us a wise ex- 
ample. 

The Federal Government offers to give 
every man who is tlie head of a family 
one hundred and sixty acres of laud, if 
he will plant twenty acres of it in forest 
trees. Can a yonng man afford to ac- 
cept this offer and wait for his trees to 
grow? There is no doubt of it— but 
will he? llie Bulletin recentlv alluded 
to the remarkable scarcity of black wal- 
nut. This tree flourishes iu many of 
the Western States, especially in Iowa, 
Minnesota, and Wiscionsin. On fifty 
acres of such land as could be obtained 
here, 16,000 trees could be i^lanted ; 
when twenty years old they would be 
worth So a tree, or 380,000; when thirty 
years old they would be worth $20 a tree, 
or $820,000. It is said that every year, 
after the trees are ten years old, the'nuts 
would be worth as much as a wheat orop 
from the same number of acres. 

While the trees are growing any in- 
dustrious farmer could obtain a hand- 
some living from the remaining 110 
acres. Surely, all this is a great iuduoe- 
ment ; at any rate, hundreds of • for- 
sighted immirifrauts think so, and many 
young men out AVest are beginning to 
think so, too. While it is probable that 
the figures given above are rose-colored, 
it is certainly true that there is more in 
the Government offer than most people 
are aware of, and thoughtful yotmg men 
in tlie East who see l)ut little chance for 
rapid accumula iou here may well con- 
sidtr ik'-Nwf York Bulletin.

Literal Oil ob Troubled Waters.' 

A most striking experiment has been 
tried at tlie Scottish port of Pt^ti-rheud. 
A feature of speech, for hitherto it has 
been little else, was tamed into a literal 
fact. Oil was jioured on the waves with 
the result of calming the fair way at the 
harbor's mouth, so that a small boat 
could enter in a storm. It has long been 
known that oil exerted this etFeot. It 
does so by simply destr. »ying the friction 
of the air on the surface of the water. 
It smootlis the way of the wind, antl, 
cousequently calms tJie siirlace of the 
sea. Its accidental api>licatiou has prob- 
al)ly produced the wide-spread knowl- 
edge of its effect, which has made the 
figure of speech universal. We are not 
aware that auy scientific attempt has 
ever been made to a]>[)ly oil to the 
waves. At Peterhead pipes were laid 
down and a large (piaiitity of oil was 
forced through them. The oil at once 
rose to the surface and sjtread in a thin 
film ou the water, with the effect of re- 
ducing the roughness to a mere swell. 
Small boats were thus able to enter the 
harbor which could not have ventured to 
do so in the rough sea which was run- 
ning before the oil was spread upon it. 
So far, therefore, the exiieriment was 
successful. Whether it opens up the 
possibility that harbor months may be 
made generally safe in rough weather by 
the expenditure of a few hundred gal- 
lons of oil can perhaps only lie decided 
by further trials. The macliinery is, 
however, laid down, and further tests 
will, therefore, be easily apulied. It is 
evident that the effect, as described, is 
one wMch would make all the difference 
between safety and danger in a harbor 
frequented by fishing boats, and it is in 
such harbors that it is likely, if any- 
where, to be of permanent ▼alne.'Xon- 
don Dally News,

A British Member of rarliameut, Mr. 
Maofarlane, has been comparing some of 
the sentences recently inflicted upon 
offenders of various grades, and he has 
reached the conclusion that, in the eyes 
of British law, it is a much lighter of- 
fense to kick a woman to d"ath than to 
pick her pocket. A man who kicked his 
wife to death was sentenced to six weeks' 
hard labor, and in the month following a 
man who had picked a woman*8 pocket 
of nine shillings was sentenced to penal 
servitude for ten years. Nor are these 
exceptional Ciises. The j^cnalty in a 
case of knocking down a wife and kick- 
ing her savagely in the face was three 
months' hard labw ; for knocking down 
and kicking a woman, a tine of £i ; for 
trying to kill a wife with a razor, being 
a second offense, twelve months. Against 
these arc set such sentences as for steal- 
ing coals to the value of two sliillings, 
eight months* hard labor; for stealing. a 
watch, five years' penal servitude. It 
would be interesting to inquire how 
much of this scuudulous leniency to 
brutes is due to the ancient tradition that 
makes a man's wife his slave. But it 
does not api^ear necessiary that the 
woman attacked should be the man's 
wife iu order to give him practioal im- 
munity. In a case of violent assault 
upon a woman iu the street, tbe rufiiau 
was fined icxi^ shilliugs, and in another 
case where tnree men ill-treated and 
killed a woman they were imprisoned, 
one for sixteen mouths and the others for 
six months, while a man who stole 
a knife and some keys got five years. All 
this seems to show that the equal pro- 
tection of English ]$m is not mMnt to 
extend to women.— PMIa<ltliiA<a Timet,

The Army Worm--Method of Destroying 
the Pests. i 

The NashvillejAmerican says an old Vir- 
ginian, and one of the best wheat raisers of 
Williamson county, says he saw an old 
meadow plowed up in Old Virginia once 
and seeded to wheat, and it was vigorously 
attacked by the army worm. The owner 
took long lines or ropes and sent his hands \ 
through the fields daily, lightly striking or 
drawing the lines over the wheat, precipi-' 
tating them to the ground, and in this; 
way saved his crop. Another of the very j 
best wheat raisers of that county, found j 
his wheat, which is pronounced by manyj 
the l>est in the county, attacked by the 
worm.

The fourth set of cases was in aschool 
connected with a large pauper establish- 
ment.

If the wife and bus 
band had trouble sufficiently serious to 
cause insanity, the peonle in the neighbor- 
hood have no knowledge of it. Mr. Syf- 
boldt's friends were summoned and took 
him in charge. Matilda, the fourth and 
oldest of the murdered children, died at 
ten o'clock, completing the list of mother 
and four childien dead within a few hours, 
and in the same room. 

The place of the murder was thronged 
this morning with curious and sympathiz- 
' ing friends. The room occupied i)y the 
distracted husband, Ca8i)er Syeboldt, and 
where his dead wife and children are lying, 
composed j>art of the second story of a 
cheap, plain, two-story tenement. ' The 
rooms are furnished onlv with the furni- 
ture and utensils barely necessary for 
housekeeping. 

Tlie motive of tlie woman in this silent, 
bloodless destruction of her children and 
self may be gleaned from the following 
notes and bits of writing found anions the 
efiects of the family this morning. They 
are by the oldest child, a daughter of 
twelve. The resignation shown by the 
writer is remarkable. That domestic un- 
happiuess was no minor couse for the deed 
of the mother will be inferred from the 
following, as it can be from the few data 
supplied by the husband :
